DURBAN, February 9.—General Sir Geo. P. 
Colley’s forces yesterday attacked and de- 
feated the Boers, between Neweastle and the 
frontier, at Ingogo River. The British loss 
was 150 killed and wounded. The officers 
killed were MacGregor, of the Engineers, 
Grier, of the artillery, and O’Connell and Gar- 
rett, both of the Sixteenth Regiment. The 
Boers lost heavily.

COLLEY’S POSITION. 

LONDON, February %.—An official telegram 
from the seat of war, published in Durban 
to-day, says Gen. Colley moved towards New- 
castle vesterday with five companies of the 
6th Rifles and mounted force to restore com- 
munication between his camp and Neweastle. 
The Boers made a general attack npon the 
British force and the attack was repulsed 
with heavy loss. The fighting lasted six hours. 
The special adds that Colley’s position is be- 
coming critical, the Boers taking up a com- 
manding position on all sides. 


STEAMSHIP WRECKED. 


All the Crew and Passengers Saved, but 
the Vessel Lost. 


NEW YORK, February 9.—A special from 
Biloxi, Miss., says the steamship Josephine, 
Capt. Staples from Havana, to New Orleans, 
broke up at 3 o’clock this morning near Ship 
Island. The passengers and crew were all 
saved after seven hours’ floating, the four 
boats being safely picked up. Among tbe 
passengers were H. Frank and family, theat- 
rical artists. The passengers lost everything, 
no baggage being saved. The Josephine was 


a side-wheel steamer—1.285 tons. She was 
built at Wilmington, Dela., in 1868, and is 


owned by Charles Morgan. She is a double- 
decker and has been running between New 
Oricans and Havana, calling at Cedar Keys 
and other Florida ports.

| IN FLAMES. 


Burning of a Five-Story Struc- 
ture in New York. 


Nearly Two Hundred Persons in the 


Terrible Panic Among the Women— 
Their Rescue by Means 
of Ladders.

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Destruction of the Western Union Manu- 
facturing Co. by Fire. 


NEW YORK, February 9.—A fire broke out 
this morning in a five-story iron-front build- 
ing, 62,64, 66 and 68 New Church street, orig- 
inating amonga quantity of waste in the cel- 


lar. The building was occupied 
by the Western Electric Manufacturing 


Company asa manufactory. The fire rapidly 
gained headway and spread to the first and 
second floors. There were about 160 men 
and over SO women employed in the building, 
and it is the createst Wonder none were in- 
jured, as the smoke was densely thick and 
suffocating. Most of the men escaped by way 
ofone flight of stairs, which was the only 
meuns of reaching the street, excepting by 


the fire escape. The flames reached these 
Stairs, and some men were 
slightly singed in. dashing down- 
them. The girls were panic stricken. All of 


them were employed on the top floor and the 
sthoke was too dense to permit making an 
ezit by the stairs. but a young man named 
Herbert, who ran through the building giving 
the alarm to his fellow workmen,came to 
their rescue and guided them to the 
fire escape extending from the roof 
ta the first floor on the 
Church street front structure. Down iron 
ladders the alarmed women climbed until 
they reached the lower baleony of the escape, 
b second floor,. 
and bere the ladders ended. and one or two 
gigis tried to jumpto the pavement, a dis- 
tafice of about fifteen feet, but were prevented 
fram doing so by their more cool-headed 


companions until a couple of 
ladders were placed against 


the balcony and the women were all got upon 
the sidewalk in safcty. One man who became 
imprisoned on the upper floor and could fot 
fight his way through the smoke threw opena 
rear window and called for aid. His call was 
promptly responded to by three or four other 
employes of the company, who, find- 
ing their retreat by the = stairway 
cut off, had sought safety on the roof. 
Hastily gathering up the length of the rubber 

e they dropped the end of it totheir im- 
prisoned companion who fastened it about his 
waist and was lifted by them to 
the roof, from which they all 
male their way dewn the fire-escape.

A Break Hourly Expected Along the 
River Front.

About Fifty Steamers anc Barges in 
Jeopardy. 


The First Damage Done to the Wiggins’ 
Ferry Barge, Which is Sunk. 


Atan early hour this morning every one 
connected with the river interest in St. Louis 
was on the alert for news ofthe great gorge. 
It was asubject upon which the keenest 
anxiety was felt, and news was eagerly ex- 
pected from St. Charles, where the ice was 
broken at 1 o’clock this morning. It was be- 
lieved that the break at St. Charles was an 
independent one, and not caused by the 
great gorge, as it was thought that the rise 
had hardly time to reach St. Charles 
when the break occurred. All of 
the steamers had up steam and the apprehen- 
sion of danger was in no wise modified by the 
fact that a new gorge has formed between the 
Arsenal and the Work House, making all the 
shipping in the harboras though it were in a 
bottle strongly corked. If theice can not be 
got out below before the gorge comes from 
above there will be the greatest steamboat 
catastrophe ever known in the West. The 
gorge at the Arsenal is being attacked with 
all the energy and all the resources at the 
command of the St. Louis boatmen, but 
somehow it does not seemto go. There isnot 
avery large margin of time for the work 
to be done in, and the chances at ten o’clock 
this morning were that it could not be ac- 
complished. The boats have all left their 
original moorings und are strung along the 
the Illinois shore, Where they will face the 
music if they cannot get out below. If the 
gorge gives at the Arsenal, most of the boats 
willrun for it until they can get into island 
chutes andgother comparatively safe places 
along shoe. There are safe anchorages 
enough written forty miles of St. Louis to ac- 
commodate all the shipping in the harbor. The 
Calhoun, the Joe Kinney and the Charlie 
Brown are cutting at the gorge from the up- 
per end but with very faint hopes of getting 
through. 

A call at the Harbor Master's office demon- 
strated the fact that the following shipping is 
north of the arsenal gorge in the harbor and 
apt to be caught between the floes.

round until it struck the Missouri shore a lit- 
tle above Christy avenue. Almost simultane- 
ously a. rotten floe ught on this field 
and on the IIIinois shore, and 
a gorge Was at . once formed 
which at this time. 1:45 p. m., gives no sign 
of breaking. South of the bridge no damage 
at all has yet been done; the gorge at Arsenal 
Island is still closed, and the 
whoie fleet in the harbor are 
lying along the Illinois shore to miss@fhe cur- 
rent. They will have to take their chances, It 
is thought the gorge above the bridge cannot 
last many minutes longer, as 
about 1 million tons of 
ice and water is pressing upon it from behind, 
and when it does give there scems to be but 
little hope for the shipping. 

At 2 o’clock the gorge at Arsenal Island 
broke and the Anchor Line 
boats passed through to  snifety 
behind Carroll’s Island. The Clubb fleet 
kept to their moorings on the Illinois 
shore opposite Elm street, and intend 
to brave the gorge out at their present quar- 
ters. The ice floeis still gorged above the 
bridge and in settling itself into position it sunk 
the western wharfboat of the Wiggins Ferry 
Company at the foot of Carr street. The eas- 
ualty list then includes two wharfboats and 
the slop boat from the dump. 

When the gerge comes south of the bridge it 
is quite possible that the wharf boats along 
the levee will suffer severely. 


REINSTATED. 


Supt. Faulkner to Take Charge af the 


Police Stables Again. 

The Board of Police Commissioners held a 
meeting yesterday afternoon at which the 
question of who shall draw the salary of $150 
a month for superintending:the stables at the 
Mounted District Station, was again discussed.

The re- 
maining occupant of the room was arrested, 
but having satisfaetorily proven his innocence, 
was released. No account, so far, has been 
heard of the man who suddenly disappeared 
during the night. g 

A fatal accident occurred in the yards of 
the Narrow Gauge Railroad about 10 o’clock 
last night. Charles Calvert, a young man 
about nineteen vears of age, was engaged 
in coupling cars, leaded with lumber when 
he was caught betweentwo of the cars and 
crushed to death. It appears that the train 
was backing at the time to allow the switch- 
man, Calvert, to couple On a few cars of lum- 
ber. The lumber projected over the cars and 
before he was aware of the close proxim- 
ty of the train he was caught 
between the ends of the planks, just below 
the cars, and crushed to death before the 
train could be stopped. The tracks and the 
lumber, near where thgaccident occurred, are 
literally covered with Blood. The body was 
conveyed to Meyer Strattman', 
livery stable where the inquest 
be held. The body*presents a ghastly ap- 
pearance. The ears and neck are mashed 
into an unrecognizable mass of flesh and 
broken bones. Death must have been in- 
stantaneous. Calvert was in the employ of 
the Company only afew weeks before the 
fatal accident of last nicht. Coroner Bader 
was notified, but sent a telegram stunting that 
he was too sick to hold an inquest.

THE CITY PRINTING. 


How the Contract is Affected by the 
Times Sale. 

The Times appeared this morning, but 
aboutthe only place copies could be found 
was the City Hall, where it is furnished as 
the official organ. The municipal authorities 
are in somewhat ofa quandary as to what 
should be done. Under the present eireum— 
stances the Assembly proceedings and city ad- 
vertisements get very little circulation. The 
City Register has the power to take the job to 
any other paper if the Times fails to keep its 
contract. The difference between the con- 
tract figure and the price of publication 
in another paper the bondsmen under the 
Times contract are responsible for. But so 
long asa St. Louis Times appears with the 
city printing in it the Register doesmft see any 
authority to interfere, no matter if only a 
dozen copies are furnished. The matter is 
receiving a good deal of consideration at the 
City Hall and will probably be brought before 
the Assembly in some form. It is also com- 
mon talk that the city will not get its ofticial 
printing done on any suchterms as it has 
had for several years. The Times has 
had the contract for some years by virtue of 
very low bidding. Indeed the figure did lit- 
tle more than cover the cost of composition. 
None of the English dailies left in the field 
will, itis presumed, take the job hereafter 
save ata good round price, which admits of a 
margin of protit. Just how much of an 
edition of the Times is gotten out now it is is 
impossible to say, but the best of information 
places it below 500 copies.

The enormous power of 
the ice became at once 99 as the boat 
was tossed up onthe field and then rolled 
over and overalong the shore. Finally the 
floe caught the boat fairly amidships and in 
less time than it takes to tell, about it the 
boat was crushed under water and buried out 
of sight by the field. The ice ran 
much heavier upon the [ilinois 
side, than upon the Missouri shore, and con- 
sequently it was some minutes after this 
casualty that the slop-boat was caught at the 
foot ates street.

An Interesting Interview With an 
Original Fenian. 


Reminiscences of the Sweeny Inva- 
sion of Canada,

A Firm Determination to Wait the Re- 
sults of Constitutional Agitation. 


A Post-DISPATCH reporter met Major 
Henry C.. Dunne, Assistant Superintendent of 
Mails, at the Laclede Hotel last evening and 
asked him ifthe squally outlook across the 
water didn’t stir the old Fenian ardor in 


him. 

No, not exactly,“ was the reply witha 
reflective smile. The Major was a gallant 
Federal soldier, and when the Feyian army 
of invasion was recruited for the movement 
on the Canadian border, he was one of the 
247 Irish patriots who left St. Louis to join 
Gen. Sweeny. 

In the course of some reminiscences on that 
campaign Major Dunne said: “That plan of 
invasion would never have attained the dig- 
nity it did but for the quasi-endorsement given 
it at Washington. At that time the Alabama 
claims were attracting attention, and this Gov- 
ernment had — grievances against the 
English Government. It was evidently the 
intention of the United States authorities to 
let the movement go just far enough to give 
England a good scare and then stop any in- 
cursion over the border. One body, you re- 
member, did get over, and had a fightzon 
Canadian soil at Lancaster bridge. It bas 
been said that Secretary Seward, taking a 
diplomatic view, wrote a letter to Stanton 
recommending that Sweeney be given a year’s 
leave of absence to work up the movement. 
When Sweeney went north through New York 
State to take command of the occupation 
army on the border, General Meade, who was 
in command of that department, was on the 
same train. They had been old campaigners 
together. The movemeut went about as far 
as the Government intended to let itand then 
it was checked, after frightening the Cana- 
dians andthe English.“ 

We had something like 100,000 men 
massed along the border. There were 247 of 
us from St. Louis. As we went 
along companies joined us from Peoria, 
Springfield and nearly every considerable 
town. Somewhere on the road several hun- 
dred Chicagoans, under Quirk, Who was Mul- 
ligan’s Lieutenant-Colonel at the battle of 
Lexington, joined us. We were in Buffalo 
during the most of our campaign. They fed 
us on Government rations, and the city coun- 
cil of Buffalo voted an appropriation of $5,000, 
The Government provided us transportation 
home. I left here about the first of June and 
got back toward the last of July.” 

Mou don’t anticipate an outbreak in con- 
nection with the present excitement?” 

No, I donot. All. the principal leaders 
are counseling the masses to keep 
quiet and are bending their energies 
to accomplish the amehoration of the people's 
wrongs by constitutional agitation and legis- 
lation. The obstruction policy is drawing 
the attention of the great mass of Liberals in 
England to Ireland’s unfortunate condition, 
and I think that Parnek® and his associates 
are making steady progress.“ 

„ou understand Parnell’s policy? Has he 
clearly detined purposes?” 

* I talked with him at considerable 
length when he was overthere. He possesses 
What so many Irish leaders have lacked, 
practicability and shrewd common sense. 
His plan is identical in essential features with 
that of Baron Stein which the 
German GSvernment adopted. That consisted 
in enacting such legislation as permitted the 
government to take the landed estates and 
pay for them with land bonds. Then the lands 
were given tothe actual tenants and tillers 
under such terms that they had thirty years 
to pay for them. Mr. Parnell wants the Brit- 
ish Government to buy the Irish landed es- 
tutes in this way, and let the people who occupy 
and tillthe land, get it on long terms. There 
is What they call an Encumbered Estates 
Court in Ireland whhich furnishes a course 
whereby the owner of creditors of a heavily 
encumbered estate may bring it into the mar- 
ket. This, however, is a slow and 
complicated process, Most of the 
land in —— descends by primogeniture, 
The holders of it can not part with it even if 
they wished, save through the court spoken 
of. Much of this entailed land has been en- 
cumbered for years and years. The awners 
of it live in genteel poverty on the continent, 
and the tenants are oppressed to bring from 
the acres arevenue to pay the interest and 
support the owners.”

His Unfortunate Condition Caused by the 
Recent Change of Districts. 


The Police Board last evening granted a fur- 
lough of thirty days to Capt. Lee, of the 
Second District. He was transferred from the 
Central District just after the new Commis- 
sioners took their seats, and although there 
there was no intention to reflect on his integ- 
rity or intelligence yet he felt it as a personal 
slight. It implied no change in rank but was 
a transfer to a less important district. Capt. 


Lee was at one time Chief of Police 
and is a man of high sense 
of honor and very sensitive. He 


brooded over the change until he became mor- 
bid about itand then imagined that he was 
being made the subject of investigation at 
headquarters and the grand jury. Under this 
impression he wrote several letters and his 
friends saw at once that he needed rest from 

olice work and a change of scene to restore 
his mental equipoise. Fhe matter was 
brought before the Board yesterday and the 
furlough was granted immediately. It was 
the understanding that Afasonic friends would 
take charge of him and Mduce him to take the 
needed rest. Lee has numerous friends in 


the department. His services during the 
labor strikes during the summer of 1877 


showed the metal he hadin him. . 

The action of the Board, well intended as it 
was, had a very different effect from quieting 
the unfortunate man. To-day he was ina 
worse state of neryous excitement than ever. 
This morning he came up into the central 
part of the city, and quite a number of his 
acquaintances observed his mental distfess. 
Toward noon he ſell in with Captain Fox, of 
the Mounted District,who is a fellow Mason of 
Lee’s, and with Captain Kennett, of the Ca- 
rondelet District. They endeavored in vain 


to calm him. IIe talked wildly, 
and finally, fearful he might 
do himself or someone else harm, 


they took him downto the Chestnut Street 
Station, where he was heid a prisoner. 

Police Commissioner Moffett was notified 
and went at once to the station-house. After 
acquaihting himself with Lee’s condition Mr. 
Moffet sent for Health Commissioner | Francis 
and Dispensary Physician Robinson. Dr. 
Robinson went through the form of an exam- 
ination and formal notice was given the Health 
Commissioner that the police had a 
in custody for the asylum. 

At an early hour this afternoon Mr. Fran- 
cis did not know just what the deposition of 
Capt. Lee would be. He said that he would 
be taken care of at any rate. A reasonable 
delay will be made to permit the Captain's 
Masonic friends to make the choice of an asy- 
lum. If they leave it to the Health Depart- 
meut the Captain will be taken out to the City 
Asylum. 

In 1874 Capt. Lee, who was not then a mem- 
ber ofthe Department, suffered considerably 
from 2 mental malady. He visited Hot 
Springs and remained there some time, at 


last returning with restored health. Of 
late he has been suffering some— 
What from ear disease and has been 


under treatment by Dr. Todd, This seemed 
to have the effect of causing fits of depres- 
sion. The transfer from the Four Courts with 
its all-day bustle to the quietude of the Sou- 
lard Street Station upset the Captain. 

The Commissioners and the Chief unite in 
expressing the greatest sympathy for Captain 
Lee. In spite of oveasiona! taciturnity he was 
aman who had many friends, while his long 
connection With the force in every capacity, 
from patrolman to chief, conferrcd on hima

work, and made him a very wide cirele of ae— 
quaintances;
